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The Bonff-Josper Highway, between Loke Lovise in Bonff 
Notionol Pork ond the Columbia Icefield in Jasper Notional 
Pork, is undergoing construction as part of a programme 
to improve the highway and road system in the National 
Porks. 


The map on the reverse side of this folder shows the 
location of the highway os well os points of interest, 
mileages ond the locations of campgrounds and warden 
stations. 


Information on day to day conditions of the highway in 
general, or any specific section, may be obtoined by 
enquiring ot the Gateway, Information Bureau, Park 
Headquarters or any Warden Station. 


The sections on which only the gravel bed hos been laid 
are being maintained to the best standards possible. Dust 
is controlled through the use of calcium chloride and asphalt 
gs well as watering. 


The sections under construction are being kept open ond 
maintained to provide the best travelling conditions possible 
in the circumstances. We are striving to keep traffic deloys 
to a minimum, However, in the sections under construction 
reduced speed and caution will be necessory. This incon- 
venience to you is sincerely regretted and it is hoped thot 
your holiday will not be unduly offected. 


As you know, the construction seoson in Canada is short. 
Unfortunately, it coincides with the best travelling weather 
se we must undertake the construction while you are on 
holidays. We know this presents a problem, but hope that 
in the interests of improved travel in the future you will be 
patient with the present inconveniences,
